Kustenjl, R out ania. 
CVy IO.— Ad- 
miral K ruger Sunday afternoon board­ 
ed and took possession of the Russian 
battleship 
Kniaz 
Potem kine, 
King 
Charles of R oum ania having sent in- 
»t ruction a to the 
com m ander of the 
Roumania squadron that the vessel be 
delivered to the Russian authorities 
without raising difficulties. 
The 
torpedo boat 
which 
accom­ 
panied the Kniaz Potemkine, however, 
left for Odessa without surrendering, 
declaring th a t she had not mutinied, 
but that 
th e Kniaz Po tem k in e 
had 
forced hor to follow. 
Admiral Kruger arrived 
with his 
squadron Sunday morning and atter 
exchanging the customary salutes in­ 
timated t h a t he had come to arrange 
for the tra n sfe r of the Kniaz Potem­ 
kine. 
Admiral Kosienskl, c o m m and­ 
er of the R oumanian squadron, board­ 
ed 
the R u ssian battleship 
Tchesme 
and 
informed Admiral K ru g er 
that 
King Charles had ordered him to turn 
Hie vessel 
over to the R u ssian 
ad­ 
miralty. 
T h e formalities of the tra n s­ 
fer were completed Sunday afternoon 
end Admiral Kruger boarded the Kniaz 
Potemkine. 
The Associated Press representative 
Inspected th e Kniaz P otem kine after 
the 
withdraw al 
of the 
R oum anian 
guard. 
Despite the attempt to get the ship 
In shipshape, everything on board the 
battleship w a s still in a sta te of wild 
disorder. 
T h e officers’ 
catlins were 
stripped of everything 
of any value 
and 
bloodstains 
were 
everywhere. 
There w as sufficient 
am munition on 
board the Kniaz Potemkine to have 
enabled th e mutineers to m a ke a des­ 
perate resistance. 
It is said that during the past few' 
days the vessel was navigated by two 
engineers an d an officer with revol­ 
vers at th e ir heads. 


Sailors Wished to Surrender. 


All the sailors wished to surrender 
with the exception 
of Matuschenko, 
the leader of the mutiny, who resisted 
for some time and wanted to blow up 
the ship. 
Seven officers were prisoners aboard 
the Kniaz Potemkine. 
T hey were in 
a pitiable condition 
from ill treat­ 
ment. 
T hey declare th at Matuschenko 
himself killed ten officers of the battle­ 
ship. 
All the papers 
and books be­ 
longing to tho vessel were destroyed. 
It appears that 
the decision 
to sur­ 
render th e Kniaz Potemkine was made 
when it becam e evident that no other 
vessel would join in the mutiny 
The 
crew of the battleship seem ed to be 
unaware 
of 
the su rren d er 
of 
the 
Georgi 
Pobiedonosetz 
and 
expected 
that she also was coming to Kustenji 
to capitulate to Roumania. 
Twenty 
married sailors from 
the 
Kniaz Potem kine have applied to the 
Russian counsel here to be sent back 
to Russia. 
The crew of torpedo boat No. 207 
were given half an hour in which to 
surrender or leave port. 
A considerable num ber of tho crew 
of the Kniaz Potemkine surrendered 
to the Russian squadron, alleging that 
they had acted under compulsion. 
The coal supply 
of th e mutinous 
battleship was nearly exhausted, but 
there w a s ample food on board. 
A R ussian priest after th e transfer, 
held a service of purification on hoard 
the Kniaz Potemkine, sprinkling the 
vessel and her Hags with holy water. 
Admiral K ru g e r’s squadron, which 
brought a crew for the Kniaz Potem­ 
kine, sailed with her for Russia Sun­ 
day evening.

Does Not Want China Represented at 
Peace Conference. 
Washington, 
July lo.—C h in a’s 
re­ 
quest to be represented in the W a sh ­ 
ington conference on the ground that 
she is vitally interested 
in its pro­ 
ceedings has been 
received 
by the 
president and informally tra n sm itte d 
to 
the 
belligerents. 
W h e th e r 
the 
president has received 
the formal re­ 
plies cannot be learned, but It can be 
stated th at while Russia is inclined to 
favor the suggestion, 
Jap an 
would 
not consent to it. 
Japan has already 
m ade public her assurance t h a t Man­ 
churia 
is to be 
restored to 
China. 
That is one of the principles tor which 
she says she h a s been fighting. Japan 
has announced herself as fully capable 
of executing this promise without the 
assistance of China 
and iii view’ of 
C hin a’s inability before 
the war to 
cope with Russia in Manchuria, the 
Japanese governm ent is unable to see 
w hat possible services a Chinese rep­ 
resentative would be in the W ash in g ­ 
ton conference. 
Moreover, J a p a n has 
all along taken the position th at when 
peace negotiations were begun they 
would 
be conducted 
directly 
with 
Russia. 
It is altogether unlikely that 
the W ashington government will press 
the claim 
of China and th e 
official 
view here fails to sympathize with the 
idea. 
T he past week has seen few devel­ 
opm ents In the plans for the negotia­ 
tions. 
Negotiations for an armistice 
are not expected to he concluded until 
after the plenipotentiaries meet. 
It is 
pointed out again that the beginning 
of the rainy season in the w a r zone re­ 
moves the necessity for the immediate 
signing of an armistice. 
Kittle doubt 
is felt, h o wever, that this will be the 
first subject discussed 
by the pleni- 
potentiarles and probably their initial 
act will be th e signing of a protocol 
providing for the cessation of hostili­ 
ties for a limited period.

ment tor Hie return of the mutineers 
of the Kniaz Potemkine. 
It w as stated 
at the foreign office S unday that no 
official information of the attitude of 
the R oum anian governm ent towards 
the m utineers has been received. 
A dispatch from Theodosia says that 
during 
a p arad e of the Volna 
regi­ 
m en t a shot was fired from the ranks 
at the colonel, but missed him. 
The 
shot was a signal 
for an outbreak, 
which was quelled after an officer and 
a private had been severely wounded. 
T he trouble evidently was a reflex of 
th e mutiny on the Kniaz Potemkine. 


Russian Police Arrest Terrorists.

Pennsylvania railroad wreck on May 
ll, in which twenty-three persons were 
killed. 
All the VR Mina of Sunday's accident 
were employes of P. S. K erbaugh 
Co., incorporated, contractors, who are 
building the double 
tracks for the 
Pennsylvania railroad to connect with 
the Enola yards. 
T he bodies of the 
m en were terribly mangled and par­ 
ticles of flesh and bone were scattered 
for a distance of 200 yards from the 
scene of the explosion. 
T h e dead are: Ja m e s W iseman, aged 
fifty, dynamite boss, Buffalo, N. Y.; 
A rth u r Green, colored, twenty-eight 
y e a r s old, Harrisburg; 
F ra n k Mul- 
laeh, a Slav, forty-three 
years old; 
Robert Thompson, colored, twenty-five 
y ears old; three Italians and one Slav, 
know n only by numbers. 
T h e Injured 
are: 
William 
Reed, 
colored, and G. C. 
Miller, fifty-eight 
y e a rs old, of Idavelle. 
No trace of the two colored men 
who were killed can be found and it is 
supposed their bodies were blown in­ 
to th e river, which is being dragged. 
An Inquest was held Sunday after­

T he trouble began w hen H enry 
H art, a colored man, was attack ed In 
the street by a n u m b e r of white youths 
who accused him of interfering with a 
ball game. 
H art fled, 
pursued by a 
mob of whites hurling stones, rocks 
and other missiles, 
and reached the 
ten em ent house in which he lived and 
got a revolvt r, 
while his 
pursu ers 
m ade efforts to break into the build­ 
ing. 
Having a rm e d himself H a r t ran 
down stairs and began firing into the 
crowd, one of his shots striking J a m e s 
. H unter in the side. 
At this m o m e n t 
I Polic eman John Loye ran into th e hall 
I and arrested H a rt atter the latter h a d 
fired at him twice. 
As Loye brought 
Encli. i his prisoner out a sw arm of negroes, 
arm ed with pistols, clubs, razors and 
other weapons, poured out of the te n e ­ 
ment bent on a rescue. 
T h e police­ 
man's helmet 
was sm ashed 
and he 
was knocked down and kicked, but he 
kept a firm grip on his prisoner and 
finally succeeded in getting his hack 
against a wall, whore he stood off his 
assailant a. 
By this tim e the whites had been re­ 
inforced to the num ber of several hun- 
dred and the negroes broke and fled 
in every direction, 
A shot fired from 
a negro tenem ent struck Mrs. Mary 
Donohue, who was a ttem pting to lead 
a child out of the 
tenement, in the 
head, inflicting a probably fatal wound. 
T he police broke into the house and 
arrested Albert Middleton, who is sup­ 
posed to have fired the shot, and five 
other negroes.

Seat tie, Wash., July IO.— Bringing 
the first news out of Nome since the 
wires went down the middle of last 
month,

steamship 
Zealandia 
reached port from the north Sunday, 
en route to San Francisco. 
The Zea­ 
landia reports all of the steam ers of 
the 
Nome fleet, 
concerning 
which 
there has been much speculation dur­ 
ing the past week, are safe and that 
the delay in their reaching Seattle on 
their return \oyage was occasioned by 
eight days of such severe weather as 
to make it impossible to handle car­ 
goes on the lighters 
brought $1,332,‘IOO in

General Cortelyou Sunday announced 
the issuance of a fraud order against 
the People's United States bank of St. 
Louis, Mo., its officers and agents and 
E. G. Lewis, 
a publisher, 
effective 
July 9. 
The aition bars the company 
from the use of the mails, after an in­ 
vestigation by the postal authorities 
as to the details of the business of the 
institution. 
The post m aster general’s announce­ 
ment says: 
It Is understood the funds of the 
bank, which have not been borrowed 
by Mr. Lewis 
and his 
enterprises, 
amounting to about two-thirds of the 
total amount received, are deposited 
in banks and will be available towards 
reinbursement of 
stockholders, who 
number upwards of 65,OOO 
It Is the 
Intention of the officers of the post- j 
office department to co-operate with 
the secretary of state of Missouri in 
every possible way in the interests of 
investors and depositors.” 
The announcement of Mr. Cortelyou 
says that although in early articles In 
his magazine “Mr. Lewis represented 
that he would subscribe to the capital 
stock a dollar 
for every dollar 
sul>- 
sorlbed bv all others, so that he would 
own half of the capital stock, and that 
later 
he represented 
that 
he 
had 
pledged his entire fortune—every dol­ 
lar he had—and bis publishing busi­ 
ness in this banking 
enterprise and 
that his subscriptions would exceed 
$1,000,U00, the inspectors 
found that 
Mr. Lewis had not co-operated to the 
extent of a single 
dollar of his own 
money, although the bank had been In 
operation several months and had a 
paid up capital stock of $2,f 10,000.” 
Continuing, the statement says: 


Lew is Admitted the Fact. 
“The inspectors 
found that 
Mr. 
Lewis had made an admission to that 
effect to Bank Examiners Cook and 
Nichols on April 3, 1905. 
The inspec­ 
tors and their office force in St. Louis 
made a careful checking of the sub­ 
scription books, finding that on Marrh 
15, 1905, Mr. Lewis had received and 
held as payment for shares of stock in 
the bank 
$2,298,043.61 and had 
ac­ 
counted to the hank in an amount not 
exceeding 
$2,204,994. 
This 
showed 
that every cent. of the $2,000,000 capi­ 
tal stock, which had been paid in, was 
paid out of subscription 
money re­ 
ceived by Mr. Lewis from the public 
and that none of his own money had 
been invested in the enterprise. 
This 
was found to be the fact, although Mr. 
Lewis had stated in writing to the in­ 
spectors that $495,750 of the $500,000 
paid in at the original incorporation of 
the 
bank was 
his personal 
funds. 
Subsequently at the 
hearing before 
the* assistant, 
attorney 
general, Mr. 
Lewis admitted that that money was 
received by him from the people and 
was not his own. 
Although asked to 
do so at the hearing, Mr. Lewis failed 
to produce any evidence whatever that, 
any of his personal funds had gone In­ 
to this enterprise. 
Mr. Lewis stated 
at the hearing that the directors had 
never refused to m ake a loan he re­ 
quested. 
“The most important 
of the repre­ 
sentations were that all funds of this 
hank would be loaned by a committee 
composed of three directors each from 
the five principal banks of St. Louis, 
etc. 
“Tho report showed and Mr. I^ewls 
admitted that hundreds of thousands 
of dollars were loaned to himself and 
his various enterprises, that no com­ 
mittee of fifteen had been established 
but that the loans 
had been made 
practically at Mr. Lewis’ will."

It was the general opinion th a t hav­ 
ing once entered the law school, the 
young man should give his entire time 
to Ute work of the school and not at­ 
tempt to combine it with work in a 
lawyer’s office or. indeed, work In any 
other place unless that was absolutely 
necessary to pay expenses. 
One law­ 
yer declared that It was a poor school 
! that could not keep a student busy nil 
the time, and lf a boy found himself in 
such a school he ought to leave it for 
one which could keep him busy.—Chi­ 
cago News.

Exchange. 


The suit was started some time ago 
and Mr. Walker was charged with vio­ 
lating ordinance No. 171, of this city, in 
th at he charged more than the ordin­ 


ance provided for telephone rental. The 
case was tried befor Judge W arner and 
Mr. Walker was convicted. 


An appeal was taken with the above 


results. 
Although the findings have 
not been filed it is understood that the 
ordinance will be declared invalid and 


that the council exceeded its authority 
when it attem pted to fix the rates that 
the telephone company should charge 
for rental of the phones.

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WORE DETAILS IN 
RECtJYUNA RANGE 


J L. Morrison, Well Known Min 


in? Expert, Investigates Range 


and Gives His Views 


WRITES IN 
A 
HOPEFUL VEIN 


Many of the Conditions are of an 


Encouraging Nature, Accord­ 


ing to Mr. Morrison. 


Tho Duluth Evening Herald devoted 
a full page, illustrated, to the Guyana 
range on Saturday evening, the article 
being written by John L, Morrison, a 
mining expert of Duluth, from which 
the following excerpts are taken: 
“The Cuyuna iron range is the latest 
thing of its kind tributary to Duluth. 
It is just outside the ‘side door’ of the 
Zenith City. 
In a broad general way, 
as indicated by careful magnetic su r­ 
veys with the dip needle it starts in the 
region around Kimberly, in Aitkin coun­ 
ty. 
Running southwesterly it passes be­ 
low Ross berg and Aitkin and 
then 
swings up around the westerly end of 
Cedar lake into Deerwood township, 46- 
28. 
“W ithin a mile of tho Northern Paci­ 
fic railroad and the station of Deerwood, 
the line of magnetic attraction takes tho 
conventional 
southwesterly 
direction 
around tho lower end of Reno lake 
through Deerwood, Nokay and Oak Lawn 
townships right into the suburbs of 
Brainerd, in Crow Wing county. 
“The strongest, most definite and un­ 
broken line of magnetic attraction ex 
tends for a distance of about twenty 
miles along the south side of the N orth­ 
ern Pacific railroad, from a point near 
C edar lake, through to Brainerd. This 
is called the south range. 
“W hat is known as the north range 
lies between the railroad and the Mis­ 
sissippi river, around Rabbit and Little 
Rabbit lakes, in 47-28 and 46-29, within 
five or six miles of Deerwood. 
It is be­ 
lieved by some th a t the F ath er of 
W aters follows a contact between two 
formations in that region and frhat the 
chances are small for finding much of 
merit near the river on the northerly 
side. 
“Out in Brainerd, the long-headed 
ones see a show for turning the Missis­ 
sippi river waterpower into electricity 
and smelting the iron in electrical fu r­ 
naces when they have been perfected. 
Some of the wise ones are making their 
money talk and getting a line of lands 
that, in a few years, will make them 
very rich or very poor. 
“There is almost an utter absence of 
any surface indications. 
The south 
range is comparatively level. 
W here 
there is not soil, you will find lakes and 
swamps. There are no outcrops, either 
of rocks or iron ore. 
Much of the range 
passes through farms, more or less im­ 
proved and tilled. 
The entire course of 
the belt that is assumed to bear iron 
ore is covered with an alluvial deposit, 
from 40 to 180 feet deep. 
This deposit 
embraces loamy soil, gravel, sand, clay, 
“hardpan,” and here and there treach­ 
erously lying below, beds of quicksand. 
“You can see nothing that would ever 
cause thought th a t iron ore existed. 
Roads are good, the air bracing, the sky 
bright and blue—when it does not rain— 
and the crops are a credit to the North 
S ta r state, but there are no visible 
signs of iron ore or an iron bearing for­ 
mation. Drill holes have told some 
things in corroboration of the magnetic 
needle, and some th a t the needle cannot 
tell, but even at that, the few details 
th a t have been proven are not just like 
those of older and proven iron ranges. 
“In a broad, general way, the forma­ 
tion is thought to resemble the Gogebic 
and Penokee ranges. 
The ore bodies 
are vinelike and more or less vertical, 
instead of being in bunches or beds, as 


on ranges better known to Lake Super­ 
ior iron men. 
“W hat is called the North Range, in 
the Rabbit lake region, possesses rough­ 
er physical characteristics. Topograph­ 
ically it looks more like the Mesaba 
country, and, for th at reason, possibly, 
many D uluth prospectors th nk it pos­ 
sesses greater probable merit. 
“But, as stated, people whose word 
should be good give information that 
is very encouraging, to say the least. 
lf money talks, it is carrying on quite a 
conversation on tho Cuyuna range, and 
some very conservative purses are being 
opened. Their nerve, faith and efforts 
are worthy of a rich reward. 
“But a> to the pioneers who are risk­ 
ing their good hard cash on tho new 
range: Pickands, Mather & Co., a very 
conservative iron firm of Cleveland, 
Ohio, have 400 acres under lense on a 
royalty of 1 5 cents a ton from the Ore­ 
land Mining company in sections 8 and 
IO, 45-29 and section 3, 46-29. 
“On section 8, Cole it McDonald have 
drilled nine holes for the Cleveland 
firm, aggregating fully 3,000 feet. 
I am 
creditably informed by interested peo­ 
ple that ore in quantity, averaging fully 
55 per cent in iron, was encountered by 
the drills, over IOO feet in ore in places. 
The exact width of tho ore bodies is 
not definitely stated, but evidently is 
satisfactory to those concerned. 


“Results thus far have been so satis­ 
factory to Pickands, M ather A Co., that 
a shaft will be sunk on the southwest 
forty of the southeas quarter of section 
8. 
It will be 8x12 feet in the clear and 
fully 150 foot deep. 
Work, in charge of 
Captain Jarchow, has already 
been 
commenced. 
When I was there a few 
days ago a cooking camp was going up, 
the collar of the shaft had been con­ 
structed, workmen were framing the 
the timbers for the shaft house and a 
part of the 
machinery was on 
the 
ground. 
Before many days there will 
be room and work for at least fifteen or 
twenty men. 
“Pickands, M ather A Co. propose cross­ 
cutting the formation at the bottom of 
the shaft, and do such other prospecting 
work as may prove desirable. 
They will 
take out several carloads of ore and 
treat it experimentally in furnaces to 
ascertain all its characteristics - its ac­ 
tion in the furnace, cost and method of 
treatment, best use for the ore and kind 
of iron it will make. 
“The money expended in all this pre­ 
liminary work would mean a nice little 
fortune for the average man, but Pick­ 
ands, M ather A Co. not only can afford 
the expense, but they take no chances 
and leave no question unsolved. 
Their 
entrance into the field proved a great 
surprise to many, an dsilenied quite a 
company of doubters and knockers. The 
mere fact th a t Mr. Adams induced the 
firm to take hold has brought him praise 
and respect from all well posted iron 
men. 
“Con O’Brien of Brainerd is credited 
with having put $25,000 in properties 
right on the best of this belt. 
R. J. 
Hartley also has interests on the Brain­ 
erd end, together with Judge Holland, 
Dr. Hemstead. A. L. Hoffman and oth­ 
ers. 
“Already some rather startling finan­ 
cial results have accompanied the evo­ 
lution of the Cuyuna iron range. 
At 
Brainerd M. K. Swartz only a few 
months ago sold forty acres adjoining 
the driving park for $5,000 cash. 
“Some years ago, A. L. Hoffman own­ 
ed 120 acres a little distance east of the 
Northern Pacific shops. 
He traded the 
land for a stock of groceries from which 
he netted b u t $200. The past spring 
the same property was sold as an iron 
possibility for $6,000cash. 
Mr. Hoffman 
got into the deal by paying §600 for a 
tenth interest and was delighted to se­ 
cure the opportunity. 
“Wi thin six miles of Brainerd, in 45-30, 
three 40-acre pieces sold for $75 an acre. 
One hundred and sixty acres brought 
$50 an acre. 
Another forty acres went 
for §3,250. 


“Last fall some of these same lands 


could have been purchased for $15 an 
acre. 
“A widow in D uluth, living on Tw elfth 
avenue west, owns land in section 8, 45- 
29, adjoining the lands on which P ic k ­ 
ands, Mather A Co. are sinking a shaft. 
I t is creditably reported that the C leve­ 
land company has offered her $250 cash, 
a royalty of 20 per cent and §30,000 cash 
as a bonus in case ore is struck.

Yesterday I counted three sec­ 
onds between the time when tin* first 
steam was seen and when the sound 
of the whistle w as heard. The whistle 
is heard when the weather is foggy 
or clear, hot or cold, windy or calm. 
It is sometimes louder than at other 
times, but it alw ays takes three sec­ 
onds to travel the 3,000 feet from the 
factory to my house. 
We often hear also an echo of tie' 
whistle, which comes two seconds later 
than the first sound. This is the same 
sound coming by a roundabout journey

It travels first 1.000 
feet to a hill beyond aud tin ii is sent 
back 4,000 feel to our house. 
A few days ago I heard a band of

ceptible to a certain degree of heat. 
In case of tire the signal will be car­ 
ried by wire up to the roof of the build­ 
ing and com m unicated to a flagstaff 
arrangem ent. 
Thence it will bi* car­ 
ried tbrongh the air, a wireless mes­ 
s a g e , to tire headquarters, w here a re­ 
ceiver will be installed, In tune with 
the transm itter on top of the building. 
“A bell will ring first and ring re­ 
peatedly to a ttra c t the operator’s a t­ 
tention iii ea se lie hasn’t the receiver 
to Ids ear. 
W hen lie listens he will re­ 
ceive tile m essage in a simple signal 
code of dots and dashes which will tell 
him the exact location of the tire. The 
operator will not have to be familiar 
with the Morse alphabet. 
A signal 
code can be used so simple in charac­ 
ter that any one can take it. 
Street 
boxes can be used in the sam e manner 
as far as receiving the alarm is con­ 
cerned.

The captain of the ja p a n e se destroy­ 
er Mum.-ag, in describing how he a t­ 
tacked and sunk Jioje.^tvensky’s flag­ 
ship, the SuvarofT, In the battle of the 
Sea of Japan , spoke us follows, says a 
special cable dispatch from Sasebo to 
the New Pork A m erican: 
“At dayb reak on May 27 we received 
w arning that tlh* enem y’s fleet was ap­ 
proaching, 
Our sq u ad ro n opened fire 
from a concealed spot which the Itus- 
liun guns couldn't reach. 
We merely 
threatened, aud the Russians unsus- 
peotingly returned our fire. 
My de­ 
stroyer was outside th e buttle circle 
w atching tin* m ovem ents of the R us­ 
sians, 
whose firing w as lamentable. 
Many of their shells passed over the 
Japanese fleet and dropped in the w a 
U*r astern. One, how ever, lilt us astern, 
iud a t the sam e tiuie a n order came for 
os to a ttack tile enemy's flagship. 
“Although our boat w as damaged, we 
made up our m inds to face death 
bravely for the sake of the emperor 
and our country. 
So, w ith engines go­ 
ing a t full speed, we dashed through 
die heavy seas to w a rd the enemy's ship 
to w ithin IOO meters.

m r first torpedo, a fish shaped eighteen 
neb W hitehead, we saw it strike the 
Suvaroflf astern and soon realized that 
t had smashed lier steering gear.
